In the majority of towns and cities,

simply invited the children to raise 
vegetables, and made no particular 
attempt to enlist those who did not 
respond.

nies of children enlisted in every 
school district for 
garden 
raising, 


ought to multiply the total named 
above several times. In Inrge cities, 
of course, many children have no 
access to productive soils. Still city 
back yards often yield astonishing re- 
sults. 


When you persuade children to run 


a garden of your own, you'accomplish 
several fine results. 
You' make a 


very substantial addition to the food 
supply. 
You divert the kid element 


from mischief. You give them health- 
ful out doors occupation. You give 
them a sense of responsibility and re- 
spect for property. You get them in 
the habit of industry and attending to 
regular tasks. 


These results mean 'much in char- 


acter development. 
Children's gar- 


dens should be considered one of the 
most 
important 
features of 
their 


school work.

snob advantages us he couhl earn l>>- 
iiiircinllllng work and sacrifice—It was 
not the kind of beginning- to promise 
» brilliant future. 
Hut by deiormliiii- 


;lon. ambition and ability l.owdon lev- 
eled Iho obstacles thnt rose about him 
nnd itmde success look his way. 


Governor l.owden was born near 


Sunrise, Minn., on January 20, 1*11. 
Ills father wsn Lorenzo l.owden. who 
run tins village blacksmith shop. 
The 


Lowdcns left Sunrise when Frank wns 


years old, barely out of the 


primer class at the school which Lo- 
renzo helped to build, and moved to 
Hardln county, lown. There the elder 
ton-den took up farming. The. boy 
farmed, loo, but did more. He made 
spare time for himself niul demanded 
na education. So well did he succeed 
that nt Oftcen ho wns master of tho 
country school, saving his few- dollars 
for college. At twenty he entered the 
University of Iowa. By outsl.de work 
ho made enough money lo complete 
his course—at the. head of his class. 


Then he went to Chicago. He want- 


ed to he a lawyer. Uy the same pro- 
gram of work find sacrlllce thnt hud 
advanced him thus far Lowden work- 
ed hla way through the Union college 
of law, completing n two-year course 
In one year—ngalp ut the heart of his 
class..
